The  TENTH  ANNUAL  WBAI  HOLIDAY 
CRAFTS  FAIR,  the  oldest  and  largest  Christmas  crafts 
marketplace  in  the  United  States  will  take  place  on 
three  consecutive  weekends,  Thursday  through  Sunday, 
December  3-6,  10-13,  and  December  17-20,  in 
Columbia  University's  Ferris  Booth  Hall,  115th  Street 
and  Broadway  in  New  York  City.  The  Crafts  Fair  will 
be  open  to  the  public  from  Noon  to  9:00  PM  daily, 
except  for  Thursdays  when  the  show's  hours  are  7:00 
to  10:00  PM. 

Some  400  skilled  professional  artisans  from  30  states 
will  be  exhibiting  and  selling  their  own  handmade 
work.  They  were  chosen  from  approximately  2,000 
applicants  by  a  seven-member  screening  committee 
comprised  of  craftspeople  who  have  taken  part  in 
previous  BAI  Fairs.  The  two  full  floors  of  crafts  will 
feature  pottery;  jewelry;  toys  and  dolls;  leather  goods; 
clothing;  blown  glass;  soft  sculpture;  quilts;  furniture; 
all  kinds  of  houseware;  woodworking;  basketry;  and 
much  more.  A  different  assortment  of  crafts  will  be 
featured  each  of  the  three  weekends  of  the  Fair. 

Among  the  rare  and  unusual  crafts  represented  at 
this  year's  Fair  are:  scrimshaw  (carving  on  bone); 
handmade  musical  instruments  (guitars,  dulcimers, 
flutes,  African  thumb  pianos  and  ocarinas);  broom  and 
feather  dusters;  ceramic,  fiber  and  feather  jewelry; 
carved  wooden  pipes;  stoneware  clocks;  dough 
sculpture;  fireplace  equipment;  marbled  paper; 
bookbinding;  and  handmade  kaleidoscopes.  A 
percentage  of  each  sale  made  at  the  Crafts  Fair  goes  to 
benefit  WBAI. 

In  addition  to  the  thousands  of  varied  handmade 
crafts  on  sale  at  the  Fair,  there  will  be  assorted  foods, 
desserts  and  beverages  available  for  purchase.  Live 
entertainment  will  be  featured  daily,  as  well.  Over 
75,000  people  are  expected  to  attend  the  Fair  over  the 
course  of  its  three  weeks.
